The article written by Jack Maury entitled ''The KGB's Terrorist 
Footprint ,'' which appeared in The Washington Post on 23 September 1981, 
was reviewed by members of the Classification Review Division of OIS. The 
article was found to contain no classified information. Mr. Maury makes 
references to some specific items of information concerning the training 
of terrorists, but a check with the Terrorism Group in the International 
Activities Division in DO revealed that the information is already in the 
public domain. It appears that Mr. Maury drew heavily from the book by 


Claire Sterling entitled The Terror Network.
